SUBJECT: Agency Christmas Charity Program 


1. The following suggestion is submitted for consid- 
eration. 


a. The Agency every year erects a large, gayly 
decorated Christmas tree in the lobby of the main 
building at Langley. Around the base of this tree 
are a number of beautifully wrapped dummy packages to 
attempt to represent "the gift giving season." 


b. The tree is very pretty and nice to look at 
(if you see it). The position the tree is placed in 
the lower lobby, between the guards and the front 
door is poor since the only persons who see the tree 
are those lucky few people with front of the building 
parking permits, those visitors who use the shuttle 
bus, and the transient personnel who use the front 
door. My first suggestion is to move the tree back 
to the "D"-~"E" corridor where the potted plants are 
now located, so that all can enjoy it and it can be 
seen by all from the "C", "J", and "F" corridors. 


e. My second suggestion is that since this is 
the season of gift giving and a season to share your 
"well being" with others, when you give gifts to your 
wife, your children, your boy friends and girl friends, 
should it not also be a time when you share your well 
being with the less fortunate in the area. There are 
any number of these "less fortunate" people in the 
world. A man could be less fortunate than you if you 
park in South parking and he has to walk from West 
parking. This man is less fortunate than you, but he 
is not one of "the" less fortunate in the world.

I 
would like to propose that the Agency employees add 
decorations to the tree in the front hall in the fol- 
lowing way: bring in a small gift, a toy, an item of 
clothing, canned food, a book, or the like, nicely 
wrapped and place them under the tree. This method 
would let everyone help their less fortunate friends 
and also get into the true Spirit of Christmas. 


e. A few suggestions or guidelines: 


a. Wrap and label each package or gift, 1.@., 
Boy 5~7 years; Girl 10-12 years. 


b. Food, do not wrap.

If no specifie charity is designated the gifts would 


be distributed at the discre ion of the program com- 
mittee. 


3. This program would have no Agency attribution 
(if so desired), and it would be run at little or no cost 
to the Agency. It would necessitate that the program 
instructions be prepared and distributed through Agency 
communication channels. A total of ten senior officers 
have volunteered to handle the collection and distribution 
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of the presents, on their own time and using their own 
transportation facilities, if this program is approved and 
support is received. (For the initial running of this pro- 
gram, it is suggested that it be limited to the Headquarters 
building until it is determined how the program will take 


hold. )
